The Povazska Strojarne National Corporation has been assigned, in addi- 
tion, some small plants and confiscated installations. Since the re- 
organization of Czechoslovakian industry began on 1 January 1950, all 
the Povazska Strojarne factories in Stara Tura were reorganized as an 
independent enterprise under the designation Presna mechanika, Stara Tura, 
National Corporation *

suffered no war damages and also no postwar dismantling* Tn 19l$, a new 
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building and two workshops, one 80 x 100 meters and one 20 x 100 meters,

3o The plant has the following departments: 

a* Ammunition department, which manufactures ammunition for Soviet 
and Czechoslovakian- type pistols, rifles, machine guns, and sub- 
machine guns of 6*35 mm, 7-62 min, 7^90 mm, and 9 mm caliber* * 
Ammunition is also manufactured for hunting weapons* The cartridge 
bottoms are marked PS* The amount of ammunition produced ih a 
12-hour period is estimated to be as follows: one million 
cartridge cases for rifle and machine gun an munition ; one million 
small cups for cartridge cases to be delivered to the Bruenn 
Armaments Works factory in Vlasim (0 50/M lWj and 500,000 cartridge 
cases for submachine guns* Approximately 150,000 cartridges for 
pistols are produced in an eight-hour period*

bank of the ¥ah %ver, east of Orlove (Q 5 o/ 0 ?l) „ Power is supplied part- 
ly by the plant's own power station, a steam turbine, and partly by 
the Zilina (Ladce) Power Plant* 

5o The plant, which is undkr military control, has a military control 

office on the grounds and is subject to frequent military inspections* 

6* The plant’s maximum wartime work force was about 8,000 men* The work 
force in March 1950 probably numbered about 5,000 men, but figures rang-
